•incorporated as a college under the name 
*>f Queen Margaret college, and Mrs. 
Wider, in 1884, generously gave it a home 
oy purchasing the house aod grounds of 
North Park, moat conveniently situated 
in the vicinity of the university and 
Botanic gardens. 


She made one condition, however, viz.,, 


that an adequate endowment should be 
raised. This was accordingly attempted, 
mil a large sum was gathered by sub- 
scription from among the richer mem- 
MtM-s of the community. But, with the 
,'onsent of all interested, part of this sum 
was used thoroughly to fit the college 
with all the necessary aids to teaching 
in all branches, and now our 300 students 
Jiave the choice of a full curiiculuui in 
irts. sciences and medicine, the staff be 
ing a highly qualified one—indeed, in 
-pveral instances identical with that of 
the university. 


C^iieeii Margaret is the solitary college 


for women in Scotland really on the lines 
of a university, and leading the students 
to the university degrees as soon as those 
are thrown open. Girls from all parts 
•emcrta counUus in England, smull towns 
n Ireland, as well as many paila of Scot- 
land are to be met within the halls, fit- 
cing themselves for various careers in 
'ife, as teaBJ'd'S! medical women, nurses, 
md last, btft certainly not least, for that 
sphere of guncral usefulness which falls 
.,o the lot of most wumou, and for which 
•10 education can b.e too wide ov too 
thorough. 


As before mentioned, Queen Margaret 


jolloge has yet to complete its endow- 
ment, and a movement is being inaugu- 
rated among all classes to bring this 
about by means of a bazaar, to be held 
next November in Glasgow. 
Bazaars 


may not be ideal means of raising money, 
but they have this advantage, that they 
may enable all to help According to their 
means, and it is to be hoped that women 
in England, Scotland and Ireland may 
send their quota to the college which is 
now offering such benelits to so many 
and which requires only to bo known to 
confer them on many more.—London 
Queen.

The Bi'lion Doll,* Congress in it» anxiety 


to eipeud the mioney collected by twtation 
for the ben* fit of oorporatio»s and monop- 
olies, granted a subsidy of several hundred 
tbouaanl dollars a year to the Pacific Mail 
Bteemehip Company. This company, which

pfc8«ngHi» 
and 
freight 
from 


New Yoik to San Franeiioo oonnectiog with 
the Panama Eailroad at the Isthmus, rc- 
ceiTes a million dollars a year in ^be way 
of a subsidy from the trasicontinentul 
jailroads to prevent a cut in ratei 
New York and Sao Francisco. 
this fact was conclusively es'tablisheja 
the opposition in Mr. Reed's Congrtss, 
thai patriotio body was §o intent on rak- 
ing the Treasury that it granted the sub- 
sidy to the steamship company and virtu- 
ally encouraged the corporation io keep- 
ing up rates on transcontinental freights. 


Now it is proposed to withhold the sub- 


sidy whreh the Government gives %v» 
steamship BO long as the company reot'iv«Jr 
a subsidy from the transcontinental rail- 
roads, and Senator Felton oi California 
has introduced a Sill to that effect. 
As the 


bill virtually acknowledges the right ol the 
railroads to subsidize steamship lines to

with 
Hundreds of 
Mile* of Street* 


Where Work Never Censes. 
Very different is the life led toy the 


miner- of the Ooinstock lode when on 
duty from that of the old California 
gold washer. The scene of his labors is 
hundreds of feet beneath the earth in 
subterranean regions to which no ray of 
sunlight ever penetrates. 
Dr. (Juille 


<*ays of tho Uomstock miner that when 
he descends the great shaft, going down 
and still down from 1,000 to 3,000 feet, 
he loaves behind all the grand npppr 
world, so broadly and beautifully lighted 
up by the sun. 
When landed at his sta- 


tion from the car (cage) of his vertical 
cable road he steps forth into quite a 
different world—a world hewn out by 
the baud of man in the realms of eternal 
darkness, which, just beneath the sur- 
face crust, everywhere enwraps our 
planet. 


All is not dark aud dismal in this arti- 


ficial world. On the contrary, the great 
•stations, the main working drifts and 
crosscuts and the largo chambers of all 
the principal levels are lighted up with 
lamps anil candles. 
In one of our great 


mines there is neither day nor night; it 
is always candle light. Absolute pitch 
larknesa prevails only in some far away 
and little frequented drifts in distant 
parts of a mine. 


When landed at the station of hia 


level, dinner bucket in hand, the miner 
trudges away along a narrow subter- 
ranean road to some drift or chamber in 
which lies his work. When on duty in 
the depths he knows not whether it is 
lay or night in the world above; whether 
it is cold or warm there, calm or tem- 
pestuous. 


The miner of the Comstock lode may 


be said to live and labor in a city be- 
aes'.th a city. There are streets and 
oToaacnta through which he may travel 
miles and miles at points from 1,000 to 
•3,000 feet beneath the cities on the sur- 
face — Virginia and Gold Hill. 
The 


<reat underground city—in which is suf- 
rtcient lumber to build twenty towns, 
sach of 5,000 people, has its busy places 
ia well as its lonely and silent nooks 
And sections. 
At the stations of the 


urreat hoisting shafts, where many men 
are employed on the several levels, cars 
loaded with ore are seen arriving and 
departing. 


IN TUB DKPTHS. 


Great lamps with glaring reflectors 


(similar to the headlight of a locomotive) 
light up the station, which is an under- 
ground hall large enough for a first class 
ball room; and the main drifta radiat- 
ing from the station to different parts of 
the level also have their lights, the line 
)t which extends so far away that the 
most distant seen seems a mere spark or 
point or light, like the most distant star 
visible in the heavens—a mere pulsing 
twinkler. 


The station has much the appearance 


of the store or lumber room of some big 
factory of the surface world. Along the 
tioor against the side walls are seen 
L'oils of rope, boxes of candles, tools and 
many small lots of various other arti- 
rles required on the level. Also in the 
station is seen a hugo cask of ice water— 
water in Which several small icebergs 
,ire floating—and against the side of the 
i-a.sk hangs a big tin'dipper; that is, it 
K) hangs when it lias a moment's rest, 
hot it is almost constantly in the hands 
of some thirsty soul 


At each level (generally about 100 feet 


down the shaft from tho point where 
ore is first encountered) there is such a 
itntiou as 1 have do.-icribod. 
It is the 


(.•enter of life on each level, though at 
several points on tho level there may be 
nt work in the ore breast considerable 
ttjuads of men. 
Prom such sections of 


the mine at certain times come the 
oootns of blasts, sounding like a distant 
cannonade. 
When ono is in a drift in 


the vicinity of the spot wliero one of the 
nig dynamite blasts is fired one feels 
more than hears it. Tho concussion of 
rhe air in the narrow di'ift painfully 
(trains the drum of tlio ear, and even /it 
,1 distance the sensation i,s disagreeable. 


HIGH TKMI'UMTfKn 


The mines of tiie Comstock are now

• Infts connected the several main shafts 
ind win/tHj of the many luvels. Still the 
work of tfio minor is often in a hot and

Very frequently 


ma work is at the fact1 of a long pros- 
••pt'cting drift, where- the only air ho has 
to breathe is the scant supply pumped 
down to hint through a pipe from the 
<urfai-e, aa though liu wort- a pearl itivor 
fathoms beneath the soa. Tlio place in 
which he works at times shows a tem- 


Lperaturo of fro?n 100 to 110 dogs., or 
even as high as 120 dugs. 
In such places 


he is stripped of all clothing but a 
breech clout (heavy shoos protect his 
feet and he wears a cap to keep the sand 
r i oni the slaking rock ont of his hair), 
yet perspiration streams from even 
pore of his body. But for tho gallons 
on gallons of iuo wator he swallows ho 
would bo baked in his skin like a potato 
—the very life blood would bo dried in 
bis veins. 


Though sweltering and gasping the 


miner must still swing his pick or sledgo, 
must still handle a shovel or crowbar for 
a certain length of timu—till the end of 
bis "pass" (of fifteen to twenty minutes) 
when ho can pass out of tho drift to the 
cooling oil station and send in his part- 
ner to work his "pass." 


For tho dangers a minor must b«ivo 


and all the suffering he must endure 
from heat and bad air (insufficient 01 
vitiated) four dollars a day is by no 
means too large a sum to offer him foi 
eight hours' work in the sweltering low 
er levels. Simply to remain eight hours- 
m the subterranean regions is worth 
something, not to speak of toiling that 
nuiuber of honrs at tho hardest of work. 
Visitors who enter tho hoated regions ol 
the silver mines usually find that meiulv 
to walk through the various drifts, floorV 
and chambers is about all they care to 
endure ia the way of exercise.—New 
York Telegram.

At the February meeting of Sorosis in 


i New York the qtMtstion, 'Should wom- 
an's training for a bnsiness i-areer take 
into consideration that she may become 
a wife and mother?" was discussed by 
Mrs. Ada M. Brown, chairman of the 
day, as follows: 


Woman's function in the world is de- 


termined by nature—she is made to be 
the mother of the race. Accepting the 
scientific fact, it does not follow that 
motherhood absorbs all her energies. 
Amelia Barr has been the mother of fif- 
teen children, yet her books are accepted 
by publishers and readers. Train a girl 
as we will we cannot convert her into a 
mere sexless machine. Physiologically 
we must take into consideration that she 
may become a wife and mother, though 
pnu-tically wo ignore it. It is a mistake, 
then, to train girla precisely like boys. 
No true womanly woman wishes to be a 
man, she is quite satisfied to be a good 
sjxviuipn of hpr own sex.

of life by having to fit themselves for 
two careers—primarily, for a trade or 
profession, contingently, for the home 
and family that may come. Women 
students or wage earners must sew, 
uook, make and mend, wash their hand- 
kerchiefs and take infinite pains to look 
pretty to attract thu men.

Working Girls and Housework. 


At a recent meeting of the Columbian 


Housekeepers' association a teacher gave 
a report from the Jewish Manual Train- 
ing school —a school which has (if a tree 
be judged by its fruit instead of blos- 
soms) more successfully than any other 
conquered this question of industrial 
education for poorest classes. Sho told 
us that from tho large classes of girls 
who took the course of sewing none 
could be found willing to go to the homos 
of their benefactors ami perform their 
housework. Their plea was that they 
wanted their evenings to themselves. 
Yet those same girls when they lei't the 
school and found clerkships, working 
for $3.50 or $y a week, would come to 
evening classes from the stores—often 
not even waiting for their suppers—and 
spend their evenings in earnest work. 


Evidently frivolity or a wish for dissi- 


pation was not the foundation of thoir 
objection io housework. The explana- 
tion may be found in the desire for re- 
laxation from restraint or a wish for per- 
sonal freedom that is inherent in human 
nature, and which is a necessity for con- 
tinued effective service; but a more po- 
tont reason, 1 believe, is that they were 
not trained for housework, except, per- 
haps, to look down on it and to do as 
little as possible of such degrading work.
